in order to make certain -of her self- 
destruction, the unfortunate girl turned 
on the gas In her room at the Young 
Women's Christian Association, in that 
city, yesterday- 


Little is known about the £irl either 


In this city or In Haverhill, hut that 
she intended suicide Is indicated in a 
farewell note fount! in her room un- 
sealed- H was addressed to Mrs. Cher 
ney. at West Dudley, apparently a rel- 
ative. In which she stated that she 
would he at rest before night- 
An- 


other letter addressed to Mrs. Keyes, 
and evidently her mother, was also 
found, but it > was -sealed and has not 
been opened. 


When the doctor, who had been sum- 


moned by the Y. W. C. A. in Haver- 
1 reached -Miss Keyes, it ' was dis- 


covered- that In addition to the gas the 
girl was suffering from the effects of 
four corrosive sublimate tablets, which 
she had dissolved', in an ounce of wa- 
ter and" then swallowed so that the 
work which 'the gas failed to do was 
left to the drug to accomplish.

Miss" Keyes went to Haverhill from 
the V. W. C. A. -in this' city' She had 
intimated, that she-was despondent be- 
cause of her 1 failure T to obtain work, 
hut so. fir as Is k'nown. she did not 
seek employment here.

forenoon, made inquiry at the local V. 
W. C. A. ..and found that Mabel Keyes 
had spent two nights there. July 2S and 
23. .A .young woman with whom she 
talked quite freely at the association 
rooms in John street, said that Miss 
' 


breakfast. 
She afterward telephoned 


to someone in the city, but official*' 
at the home do not know whether she 
sent a farewell, message to a friend or 
made a last appeal for employment. 
That message was sent at 
about 8 
o'clock. 


Shortly before 11 o'clock Miss Char- 


otte M. Minott. matron at the home, 
visited the linen closet which is next 
adjoining the room occupied by JIiss 
Keyes and the odor of gas attracted 
her attention. 
She traced It to Miss' 
Keyes' room and found the door un- 
locked. Entering she was nearly over- 
come by the gas fumes but quickly- 
sized up the situation—that the room 
was filled with gas and that the young 
woman lay stretched on the floor, un- 
conscious. Summoning aid. Miss Minott 
sent out several calls for pliyci-^ng; 
but it was at a time when the phssl- 
cians were on their morning Mslts

measure. The scope and character of 
the bill, its immediate and chief pur- 
pose, could not be made to reach as 
far as the special interests 
of 
the 


farmer requirements. 
Service to Whole Country 


"Special machinery, and a distinct 


system of banking must be provided 
for if rural credits are to be success- 
futly and adequately 
supplied. 
A 


government commission \s now in Eu- 
rope studying 
the 
Interesting 
and 


highly successful methods which have 
been employed in several countries of 
the old world, and its report will be 
made to congress at a regular ses- 
sion next winter. H is confidently to 
be expected that the congress will at 
that session act upon the recommen- 
dations of that report and establish a 
complete and adequate pvstem of ru- 
r;tl credits. 
There is no subject so 


i tn port an t to t he wcl fare or tlio i n- 
d'lstrial development of the United 
States: there Is no reform Ih which 
I would myself feel it a greater honor 


or privilege to take part, because I 
should feel that it was a service to 
the whole country of the first magni- 
tude and slgrittican.ee. Jt should have 
accompanied and gone hand in hand 
with the reform of our banking and 
currency system If we had been ready 
to net .wisely ami with full knowledge 
of what we were about. 


Neglected Disadvantages 


"There has been too little federal 


legislation framed to serve the farmer 
directly and with a deliberate adjust- 
ment to his real needs. 
We long ago 


fell into the habit of assuming that 
the farmers of America enjoyed such 
an immense natural advantage over 
Die fanners of the j-eat of the world, 
were so intelligent, and enterprising 
and so at case? upon the incomparable 
soils of our great continent, that they 
could feed the world and prosper no 
matter -'what handicap they carried 
no matter what disadvantage/whether 
of the law or of natural circumstances 
the;- labored under. We have not ex- 
aggerated ihctr capacity or their op- 
portunity, but we have neglected to 
analyze the burdensome disadvantages 
from which they were"" suffering and 
have too, often- failed to remove them 
when we did s-ree what they were. 


"Our 
farmers musi have means af- 


forded them of handling their 
11 nan- 


cia! needs, easily and. inexpensively. 
They should be furnished these facil- 
ities before their enterprises languish, 
not afterward. 


"And 
they will be. This Is our next 


great fask and duty. 
Not only is a 


government commission about to re- 
port, which is charged with apprising 
the congress of the best methods cm- 
ployed in this matter but the depart- 
ment of agriculture lias also under- 
taken a serious and systematic study 
of the whole problem of rural credit?. 
The congress and the executive, work- 
ing together will certainly afford the 
needed machinery of relief and pros- 
perity to the people of the country- 
sides and that very soon."

It Is confidently to 


be expected that the congress win at 
that session act upon the recommen- 
dations of that report and establish a 
complete and adequate system of ru- 
ral credits. 
There Is no subject so 


important to the welfare or the In- 
dustrial development of the United 
Stales; there Is no reform In which 
I would myself feel it a srealer honor 


or privilege to take part,' because I 
should feel that it was a service to 
the whole country of the first magni- 
tude and significance. It should have 
accompanied and gone hand in hand 
with the reform of our banking and 
currency system If we had been ready 
to act wisely and with full knowledge 
of what we were about. 
Neglected Disadvantages 


"There has been too little federal 


legislation framed to Bervo the farmer 
directly and with a deliberate adjust- 
ment to his real needs. 
We long ago 


fell into the habit of assuming that 
the farmers of America enjoyed such 
an i,mmcnso natural* advantage over 
tho fanners of the rest of the world, 
were so intelligent and enterprising 
and so at easo upon tho incomparable 
soils of our great continent, that they 
could feed tho world and prosper no 
matter what handicap they carried 
no mntter what disadvantage, whether 
of the law or'of natural circumstances 
they labored under. We have not ex- 
aggerated their capacity or their op- 
portunity, hut we. have neglected to 
analyze the burdensome disadvantages 
from which they were suffering and 
have too often failed to remove them 
when we did see what they were. 


'•Our farmers must have means af- 


forded them of handling their finan- 
cial needs, easily and inexpensively. 
They should he furnished these facil- 
ities before their enterprises languish, 
not afterward. 


"And they will be. This Is.onr next 


great task and duty. 
Xot only is a 


government commission about to re- 
porl, which is charged with apprising 
the congress of the best methods em- 
ployed in this mailer but the depart- 
ment of agriculture has also under- 
taken a serious and systematic study 
of the whole problem of rural credits. 
The cnngress and the executive, work- 
ing together wilt certainly afford the 
needed machinery of relief and pros-' 
perlty to the people of the country- 
sides and that very soon."
